000,000 tons of hydraulic cement 
have come into this country from 
the United Kingdom, that is 169 
per cent increase above the same 
period of last year and is due to 
the fact that they now have a 
depreciated currency h a v i n g 
gone off the gold standard which 
gives them a discount of more 
than 30 per cent, the senator 
pointed out. 
Now the same thing applies to 
Belgium and other countries in 
their shipments. Last year there 
were imported into this country 
369,000 tons of steel which repre­

Thus this one item reduces the 
purchasing power of the labor­ 
ing man, which affects the gen­ 
eral market of all products.

To the Editor of the Rushville 
Republican: 
Feeling a compelling urge and 
being in a rem iniscent mood we 
recall the events of the cam ­ 
paign of 18 96. Grover Cleveland 
was president. A Free trade or 
tariff for revenue measure had 
been passed. Its disastrous effects 
were in full swing and operation. 
The blighting afterm ath of the 
Civil War was supposed to *be 
healed. Free trade and a low ta r­ 
iff on farm products had ruined 
many farm ers and paralyzed 
business of all kinds. 
There had been no stupendous 
staggering World war. The U nit­ 
ed States was bqing leveled to an 
economic equality with Europe’s 
cheap production. 
William McKinley had been 
nom inated on a Protective tariff 
platform by the Republican par­ 
ty. William Jennings Bryan had 
captured the Democratic 
con­ 
vention with a ‘ cross of gold” 
speech. Free coinage of silver at 
a ratio of ”16 to 1” without the 
aid or consent of any other n a ­ 
tion. T hat looked plausible and 
sounded like a cheaper dollar for 
the distressed farm er and çvery- 
boy. It was a very intense sin­ 
cere campaign. But the lucid and 
penetrating speeches of McKin­ 
ley and his able lieutenants dis­ 
sipated the fog and scattered the 
hazy argum ents of Bryan and 
his followers. They showed it was 
futile and utterly impossible for 
this country alone to force cir­ 
culation of silver and gold at 
16 to 1, or any other ratio. Aft­ 
er McKiney was elected he ap­ 
pointed a commission to meet 
with the chief commercial n a­ 
tions of the world to agree on a 
concerted 
plan 
of 
Bimetalic 
standard. To let the relative 
am ount of silver and gold mined 
and 
produced 
determ ine 
the 
coinage ratio, let it be 16 to 1 or 
some other agreed ratio. Noth­ 
ing came of the Bimetalic con­ 
vention. 
Prosperity returned with peri­ 
ods of advance and recession, 
after the Republicans had passed 
a 
protective 
tariff 
measure 
Prosperity gained in volume and 
economic stability. In August 
18 96 I wrote a letter to the 
Rushville Republican renouncing 
my allegiance to the Democratic 
party. John 
F. Moses was edi- 
t(tor of the Republican. He was 


one of the ablest editors and 
writers in eastern Indiana. Being 
a young m an of thirty-three I 
was very much pleased when he 
commended my letter, its logic 
and argum ents. 
I quote one statem ent from 
memory. -Every article we Im­ 
port w hether from factory 
or 
farm displaces a sim ilar article 
and product of American factory 
and farm and to th a t extent de­ 
prives American labor of em ­ 
ployment 
and 
furnishes 
the 
m arkets th a t belongs to the 
American farm er.” 
About forty years ago a young 
m an came into the old “burnt 
district 
and 
cam paigned 
for 
Henry U. Johnson who was the 
Republican candidate for con­ 
gress. This young m an was wavy 
haired, keen eyed, long legged, 
slim 
waisted. 
His nam e 
was 
Jam es Eli W atson, of W inches­ 
ter. We heard him m ake one of 
his first speeches. It was a good 
speech. It would sound good to­ 
day. He has been consistent for 
a sound protective tariff system 
It has been the principal factor 
in the advance and elvation of 
labor and producers in America 
above the economic level of oth ­ 
er countries of sim ilar profes­ 
sions in other parts of the world. 
Free trade or Roosevelt’s com pet­ 
itive tariff would check the heal­ 
ing processes th a t are now evi­ 
dently in operation. There are 
no magic remedies to cure th e 
world’s econmic sickness. It will 
take work. It will take time and 
a prudent saving. 
The 
Reconstruction Finance 
corporation and Jim W atson’s 
Home Loan bill are the instru­ 
m ents th a t will give the m an in 
debt time to discharge his finan­ 
cial obligations where it is pos­ 
sible to do so. Thousands of fore­ 
closures have been halted the 
last year because the Recon­ 
struction Finance 
Corporation 
loaned the Federal Land banks 
several million and they could 
and did extend the time of in ­ 
terest paym ent to the borrower 
for one, two or three years. The 
Home Loan bank bill will per­ 
form the same good function. 
Hoover says we have been near 
the verge of a demoralizing cri­ 
sis more th an once the past two 
years. Hoover knows w hat he 
talks about. I am not sure th a t 
Roosevelt does know w hat he is 
talking about. His record as gov­ 
ernor is not so good. His adm in­ 
istration has been much more 


expensive th an Al Sm ith’s. He 
was a t the head of a corporation 
th a t sold European bonds and 
securities. 
The more doubtful such se­ 
curities are the bigger the com­ 
missions and interest. The big 
leaders in his own party did not 
w ant him nom inated. The big in ­ 
dustrial leaders in all parties are 
afraid he m ight if elected do the 
wrong thing. No doubt Roosevelt 
is an amiable and splendid gen­ 
tlem an. But these desirable qual­ 
ities don’t always qualify a man 
for the presidency. Hoover is all 
th a t and much more. 
Another result of Roosevelt’s 
election 
would 
be 
the south 
would be in the saddle. If they 
controlled congress they would 
have nearly all the im portant 
committee chairm anships. They 
could direct and they could ob­ 
struct. 
During the World War when 
the price on farm products was 
fixed they would not perm it a 
fixed price on cotton. They feel 
they were impoverished fight­ 
ing for a just cause. In form ulat­ 
ing the huge tax bill during the 
World War. Senator Simmons of 
North Carolina adm itted 
th at 
they expected the rich north to 
pay the bulk of the tax. I have 
a very friendly feeling for the 
southern people. We lived with 
them six years. Sometimes in the 
same house. They are friendly, 
frank, hospitable and charitable. 
Hearts as warm as the sunshine 
th a t 
turns 
the 
watered 
Rio 
G rande valley into a place of 
beauty and sem i-tropical luxuri­ 
ance. We have shared with them 
in joy and gladness and shared 
alike in grief and sadness. But 
this attitude of soak the rich is 
not confined to any one section 
of the country. It finds its expres­ 
sion in all sections of the coun­ 
try 
where m any 
unnecessary 
public buildings have been erect­ 
ed. The little taxpayer votes tax 
on the big taxpayer or signs a 
petition for unnecessary expens­ 
es. Center township could have 
done without a $100,000 school 
house. Our local and m unicipal 
governments have been to blame 
for extravagance. 
T hat has raised 
our taxes 
above our ability to pay. Calvin 
Coolidge, when he was President, 
repeatedly warned the 
people 
about extravagances and 
the 
danger of continued bonding the 
future. 
Hoover, in the last year force­ 
fully checked G am er and 
a 
Democratic house from loading 
the country with other unbear­ 
a b le debts running into billions. 
Senator W atson has in the past 
favored the farm ers by the ap­ 
plication of a tariff policy th a t 
would give them real protection. 
He can give such a bill powerful 
strength and im petus in the next 
congress. We have a duty of 42c 
per bushel on wheat. If wheat 
was 50c per bushel in world m ar­ 
kets we could add the 42c to the 
50c and get 9 2c per bushel as a 
domestic price. If 90 per cent of 
our wheat is consumed a t home 
10 per cent would be exported. 
Let the profit of the 90 per cent 
consumed a t home take care of 
the loss on the 10 per cent ex­ 
ported. 
O ther farm products could be 
regulated the same way. The pol­ 
icy would be self operating in 
regulating 
surplus 
crops 
and 


productions. Too big a surplus 
would cut Into the increased pro­ 
fits derived from home con­ 
sumption 
and 
we 
would 
be 
forced to lim it our acreage and 
production nearer to a domestic 
basis. We have tried to be in ­ 
formed about our county and 
state candidates as to their ca­ 
pability, integrity and purposes. 
Our candidates stand high in all 
qualities of good citizenship. Mr. 
Adams for joint senator and Mr. 
Goddard for joint representative 
are both in favor of strengthen­ 
ing local government. Our In ­ 
diana legislatures have in the 
past perm itted bills to pass th a t 
trim m ed the privilege and au­ 
thority of township trustees un ­ 
til there are few powers left. 
These selfish interests 
a t the 
state capital are seeking more 
power over local revenues and lo­ 
cal expenditures. 
Now a few words regarding the 
potential future of world troubles 
and uncertainties.

thrones 
have tumbled. It m ight be nec­

Of the three powerful world 
figures we have Hoover. Italy has 
Mussolini, and Russia has Stalin.

Italy would choose Mussolini but 
the rest of the civilized world 
would choose H erbert Hoover. 
And Hoover would select as his 
first Lieutenant Indiana’s and 
Rush county’s first citizen, Sena­ 
tor Jam es E. Watson.

The national observatory at 
Havana in its midnight bulletin 
said the hurricane was 100 miles 
northeast of Cape Gracias a Dios 
moving northwestward toward 
Yucatan channel.
